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TWO WAYS OF LIFE... 


The way America and Russia each put a man into 
space in itself is a graphic illustration of the basic differ- 
nce between the free way of life and the totalitarian way 
of life, 

The general public in Russia was unaware of a plan- 
ned space flight until it was suddenly announced over ra- 
dio and TV that a man was in orbit. The tussian govern- 
ment would make no announcement until success was as- 
sured, 


The American public, on the other hand, could watch 
attempted launching after launching of missiles, and their 
failures, and feel perfect satisfaction when a successful 
launching was made. The American publie could watch on 
TV the first man to be shot into space as he was put into 
the capsule. If he had failed there would have been no se- 
eret of it. And every known measure was taken to save his 
life in event of failure. 


But in Russia, there is no way of knowing how many 
failures preceded the flight of Gagarin. There is no way of 
knowing how many men lost their lives in experiments 
which led to success. 


The entire history of mankind has been a record of 
struggles between men dedicated to the free way of life 
as opposed to totalitarian systems. And every time there 
has been a showdown between the two, the free men have 
won. 


The handful of Greeks who fought off the Persian 
hordes at Marathon, the handful of Greek ships who with- 
stood the mighty Persian fleet at Salamis, the handful of 
English ships under Admiral Drake who destroyed the 
“Invincible” Spanish Armada, wrote a record of what free 
men can do when pitted against men with  totaliterian 
thought. 


A large part of the American population can remem- 
ber when’ Hitler and Mussolini seemed to exert a_ magic 
spell upon everything they touched. Everything they did 
seemed to succeed beyond anyone's wildest expectations, 
while the democracies of England and America seemed to 
be shoved around, 


But at the showdown, the island fortress of England 
stood as unshakable as when it faced the “Invincible”

Terrace lines were run on 
the Fred Hataway and J. L. 
Matthews farms recently, The 
jobs were scheduled to have 
been completed earlier in the 
year but due to extended heavy 
rains these jobs were delayed, 
Old terrace lines were smooth- 
ed with bulldozers on both 
farms before new lines were 
run. Much of the topsoil aceu- 
mulates in the old terrace 
banks after many years of 
breaking toward the terraces, 
Getting this soil break back ov- 
er the field is well worth the 
cost. 

The rains seem to have been 
heavier and more frequent this 
year over normal years. Ter- 
race systems and waterways 
that have been poorly main- 
tained were severely damaged 
in some instances, Terraces 
should be plowed up after har- 
vest to provide adequate water 
carrying capacity; terrace out- 
lets should not have obstruc- 
tion to water passage. Fre- 
quently waterways are plowed 
up and become too narrow dur- 
ing the breaking and cuiltiva- 
tion of crops. Water concen- 
trated into small areas cause 
velocities severe enough io rill 
and gully the disposal area. 

Water should be kept as shal. 
low as possible. Water weighs 
63 pounds per cubic foot, there. 
fore a 2 or 3 inch rain produc- 
es many tons of water that 
must get off a field one way or 
another. Water that leaves a 
field slowly does not produce 
much damage.

Bailey raising purebred 
Duroc, Landrace, Yorkshire, 
Berkshire and Hampshire gilts 
to be loaned out as bre 
stock to farmers in Crenshaw 


and surrounding counties. The 
farmer can take as many gilts 
as he desires, sell the pigs with- 
oul any reservations and when 
old age slows production swap 
the sows for new gilts. 

In return, Bailey, as operator 
of a feed mill, hopes to sell the 
hog farmer concentrate for the 
swine herd. However, as a pub- 
lic official, Bailey has a strong 
desire to see a better, stronger 
economy in the area. “Our 
main purpose in the hog busi- 
hess is trying to keep people 
on the farm and give them an 
income other than row crops,” 
he said. ' 

\ Breeding Stock 

The futuristic minded Bailey 
also will gain returns on his 
substantial investment by feel 
ing out the male pigs and sub- 
Standard gilts for marketing. 
He also will have some breed- 
ing stock for sale to other pure- 
bred producers interested in 
establishing a good strain. 

The ideal of lending gilts to 
increase and develop better 
swine herds in an area is rela- 
tively new in the southeast. It 
was introduced three years a- 
go in a neighboring state. Bail- 
ey visited a similar operation 
at Climax, Ga., last year and 
returned to Brantley convinced 
that gilt lending would work in 
Crenshaw county. 

Turning to his former vo-ag 
teacher at Brantley High 
School, M. L. Carroll, for advice 
and aid, Bailey wasted little 
time putting his idea to work. 
He purchased 22 and a_ half 
acres of scrub forest land south 
of Brantley, cleared it, planted 
pasture, drilled 400 feet of wat- 
er and constructed a 24-pen 
farrowing house and 600-head 
pig parlor. By the time Bailey 
purchased his purebred breed- 
ing stock he had an investment 
of more than $20,000. When the 
unit is at peak production, 
sometime around the first of 
the year, Bailey will have an 
additional $10,000 invested. 

Plans are to build the herd 
up to about 150 brood sows out

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Duke Quits Post 
With AEA Teachers 


Curtis Duke, chairman of tse 
public relations committee of 
the Division of Classroom 
Teachers, AEA, for the past 
year, has resigned as a member 
of the committee effective im- 
mediately, 

Duke gave as the reason for 
vacating the position “the 
widely divergent views" held by 
him and many others in the 
DCT, 

In his letter of resignation to 
Retha Wynott, Gadsden, newly 
installed president of the DO'T, 
Duke stated: “It is clear that 
cur view is so diverse that I 
feel my place on the public re- 
Jations committee might result 
in a great deal of dissension. 
Therefore, I would like for you 
to replace me on that commit- 
tee.” 

Duke said he had subnitted 
his resignation as chainran a- 
bout a month ago, but the exe- 
cutive committee did not name 
his successor, Mrs. Ina Merl 
Moore, Winfield, until a mect- 
ing of April 29. 

Duke has been outspoken

He also has been critical of 
what he calls timidity demon- 
Strated by the “rank and file of 
the classroom teachers in tail- 
ing to assert themselves on 
matters of a professional na- 
ture.”

William Jesse Brown, mem- 
ber of the Coffee County Board 
of Education for a half-cen- 
tury, died Thursday, May 18, 
at his home at Zion Chapel 
where he had lived almost, his 
entire lifetime.

They are: County 
Commissioner Eugene Brown, 
and Charles Brown, both of 
Zion Chapel; William C. Brown 
of Headland, and John Brown 
of Decatur, Ga. Also surviving 
are 17 grandchildren and 10 
great - grandchildren, 

Church Members 

Mr. and Mrs. Brown were 
members of the Zion Chapel 
Baptist Church and Mr, Brown 
served for many years as the 
church clerk. Shortly after 
marriage Mr. Brown became a 
member of the Coffee County 
School Board and served al- 
most continuously in that ca- 
pacity until his retirement in 
November, 1960, when his 
grand nephew, W. R. Fuller, 
was elected to succeed him. 

Mr. Brown always operated 
a farm at Zion Chapel which 
led to his establishment of the 
Elba Gin and Warehouse Co, in 
Elba in 1926. At one time he 
owned the telephone company 
in Luverne and the telephone 
company at Headland.
